Mr. Karvetti plans to spend two 
more, years in the agricultural 
department of the University of 
Helsinki, after which he expects 
to actively engage in farming 
or in. some business related to 
agriculture. 

Father To Son 

In commenting on farming in 
Finland, Mr. Karvetti states that 
a 250-acre farm is considered 
quite large and that it is diffi- 
cult to purchase a farm, since the 
custom is for a son to take over 
the farm of his father. 

Unlike our specialized type of 
farming in California, the usual 
farm in Finland is operated first 
to provide food for the family, 
with all members of the family 
working on the farm, and second- 
arily to provide a cash income. 
Practically all farm work is done 
by hand, Mr. Karvetti states, with 
machine farming,.as we know it 
in America, practically unknown 
in Finland. 

In addition to tillable acreage, 
according to Mr. Karvetti, many 
farms also have several hundred 
acres of woodland. In his own 
family case, his father farms 100 
acres of land but has, in addition, 
some 130 acres of timber. 

Activity on the Karvetti farm 
in Finland is centered around 


dairy cattle, apples and vegetable 
production. 
Prefers Speciality 

‘While we hear considerable 
talk of. the “family size’ farm 
in America, Mr. Karvetti is of 
the opinion that the larger-scale, 
specialized type of farming he 
has seen in America is preferable 
to the type of farming common in 
Finland. 

Mr. Karvetti is paying his own 
way on his American trip, al- 
though some of his expenses in 
Washington were taken care of. 
While in Tulare county, he is 
receiving assistance in gathering 
information from representatives 
of the Agricultural Extension ser-

changes. Instead of colored elec- 
tric bulbs, the Christmas tree 
decorators in Finland use lighted 
candles. On December 24th, or 
Christmas morning tradition de- 
mands that relatives place lighted 
candles on the graves of the de- 
parted. 

Following dinner, on the even- 
ing of December 24th, when every- 
one is gathered around the lighted 
tree singing Christmas hymns, 
an old, very fine, furclad, be- 
wiskered, gentféman enters the 
room, accompanied by cheers and 
laughter from children and grown- 
ups alike. This beloved old fel- 
low is Joulupukki. He has just 
arrived in his reindeer-powered 
sleigh from a permanent address 
in Lappland, to distribute his 
gifts. 

The entire family is up early 
the following morning, for every- 
one goes to church on Christmas 
day. The services convene at 6 
A. M. in the country, and 7 A. M. 
in the cities, Candles placed in 
the windows of the churches re- 
flect on the snow, and guide the 
worshippers to their destination. 

Viljo described the journey 
home from church as a very gay, 
exciting one. His eyes sparkled as 
he told of the horses running at 
top speed, drawing sleighs beauti- 
fully decorated with embroidered 
tapestry, and occupied by singing, 
shouting, laughing, happy people, 
bundled in their most colorful 
robes for the occasion. 

Christmas dinner is centered 
around b& whole baked ham, most 
important rice porridge, mashed 
turnips, and all the fixings, 
drowned by mugs: of Kaljaa. 

The passing of December 25th 
does not in any way mean a let 
up in festivities, for the next day 
is Tapaninpaiva, a day of visiting, 
singing, dancing, gaming, and eat- 
ing. 

The Yule season does not offi- 
cially close until January 6th, 
Loppianinen, then the Christmas 
tree must be stripped of its adorn- 
ments and cast aside, and the 
students must return to the class- 
rooms from a three week holiday 
vacation.

Most important equipment in 
performing this analysis is a flame 
photometer, a “‘magic eye’’ which 
is capable of determining the 
quantity of various chemical ele- 
ments in a substance. The photo- 
meter operates on the principle 
that each element produces a 
flame of a different color as the 
material is burned. Sodium for 
example colors the flame yellow; 
Potassium imparts a violet tinge, 
and: most other elements give their 
own characteristic color.

WATCH OUT 
FOR BROWN ROT 


Navel orange orchards in which 
the fruit has not been picked 
and which did not receive fall 
fungicidal spray should be watch- 
ed closely for signs of brown rot, 
states Clem Meith, Tulare county 
farm advisor. 

Rains and warm humid weath- 
er make it easy for brown rot to 
attack fruit and if a few fruits 
are damaged it may spread rapid- 


The best control for brown rot 
is a spray of zinc-copper bord- 
eaux. For control it is necessary 
to spray only the skirts of the 
trees. 
is a good means of supplying zinc 
it can. be profitably applied to 
the entire tree. Outside coverage 
is all that is necessary. 

The spray formula is a follows: 
5 lbs. of Zinc sulfate, 
per sulfate, 4 lbs. of lime per 100 
gallons of water.

organize. Some of his other state- 
ments were: | 

“Why bé afraid of the boss? He 
puts his brithches on just like I 
do—one leg at a time.’ 

“What are workers going to do 
after the farmers get all these 
machines? We must have sdmeone 
to get the money and to spend it.” 

“Farm workers have more in- 
vested than the farmers. We have 
work invested while the farmers 
ride around in pickups. The farm- 
ers can’t do without you.” 

“God didn’t create the earth for 
a few people to have it.” 

“There are a lot of rich orange 
growers around Porterville. You 
made the money for them.’ 

“You do the work. The employ- 
ers eat the steaks.” 

Mr. Miller, a Terra Bella citrus 
grower and packer, said in his 
talk that unless people get reason- 
able wages, farm products cannot 
be sold; that labor, the small 
business men and the small farm- 
ers must work together. He urged 
farm worker organization and the 
weeking of social security for farm 
laborers.

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DRY LITTER 
CUTS DISEASE 
IN POULTRY 


By W. F. ROONEY 
Farm Advisor 

A large part of the problem of 
disease control in poultry is keep- 
ing the litter dry, since disease 
germs and parasites flourish in 
dampness. 

A chicken is lucky to have its 
house ‘cleaned once a year. Some 
poultrymen only clean house when 
they are hit by some disease or 
infestation. In some cases the lit- 
ter is reused, and new litter added 
from time to time. In well-venti- 
lated poultry houses, built-up lit- 
ter sometimes will stay dry 
throughout the season. It should 
be started during dry weather 
and stirred to keep it flaky. 

Slaked lime or gypsum in the 
litter helps to keep it dry. The 


usual rate is about one pound per | ¥ 


bird, or one pound per four square 
feet of floor space. The lime 
should be added before the litter 
becomes damp or caked in the 
late winter or early spring. If 
necessary, add lime at six to eight 
weeks’ intervals. Lime or gypsum 
will add to the fertilizer value of 
the poultry manure as well as 
helping to keep the litter dry. 

The farm advisor does not re- 
commend reusing the litter as 
the best practice. However, where 
no serious diseases or parasites 
were present, there may be no 
untoward results from using the 
old material as a basis for the 
built-up litter.

The amount will depend |# 


largely on the age and ize of 
the cattle. 


As the green feed becomes more 


mature it will supply enough of 


the nutrients so the supplemental | 


feeding can be discontinued on 
most California ranges. Often the 
cattle themselves will refuse any 
extra feed when the range is good.

Handlers Trained 
To Display 
Farm Products 


More than 14,000 persons have 
received instruction in the hand- 
ling and displaying of fruits and 
vegetables in retail markets since 
a@ series of schools was started 
some time ago by the United Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetable association 
under contract with the U. S. de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Results of the program as re- 
ported from 1,900 retail store 
managers shows that in 96 per 
cent of cases, the training schools 
increased sales and in 95 per cent, 
spoilage of perishable products 
was reduced. 

A year ago representatives of 
the association were in‘ Terra 
Bella during the celery harvest to 
study methods and make sugges- 
tions that might result in placing 
a better farm product before the 
retail buyer.

But another factor enters the 
picture here. Rate of acceleration 
in enrollment -this year has in- 
creased 41 per cent over the ex- 
pected enrollment and the actual 
gain of students, as of November 
1, 1949, is 144, compared to the 
previous year, or an 11.3 per cent 
gain in one year on a basis of to- 
tal enrollment. 

If the 11.8 per cent figure is 
used a8 a normal expected gain, 
Porterville high school enroliment 
in 1955 might well be 2,955 stu- 
dents. And if. one cares to specu- 
late further, population growth 
trends in the high school district 
during the next 10 years, might 
well bring high school student 
number to over 3,000 by 1955. 

Now consider this business of 
war-time birth rate, a factor that 
is bringing increased enrollment 
problems now to Porterville ele- 
mentary schools and that will be- 
gin to be felt in the high school 
about 1958-60. And consider the 

population increase and student 
increase that will come from the 
state hospital that will be built 
east of Plano. 

Both of these factors add up to 
even greater enrollments than 
those estimated for the next five- 
year period. Only forseeable com- 
pensating factor might be a de-

but, even though this de- 
crease develops, it will not be suf- 
ficient to reverse the trend of 
enrollment gains. 

Enrollment at Porterville school’ 
as of October 31, 1949, was 1,- 
584 students, including the branch 
at Johnsondale and special clas- 
ses. Porterville college had 184 
students and adult courses (night 
school) had an enrollment af 629 
persons, making a total of 2,397 
persons being served directly by 
the school. 

With the existing high school 
and college enrollment and with 
existing plant facilities, one class 
room is vacant for three periods 
out of the day and classes are 
scheduled regularly in the audi- 
torium and cafeteria. 

Prior to the war, Porterville 
high school facilities were utili- 
zed at about 85 per cent of capa- 
city, a figure that was in line 
with general school practices. At 
present, these facilities are utili- 
zed at probably 98 per cent of ca- 
pacity, or higher.
